Police seized a handgun

Council OKs N0TL budget 


Municipal portion 
of property tax bill 
increasing by 2.4 %

Final approval has been 
given by Niagara-on-the- 
Lake town council for the 
2015 operating and capital 
budgets which will increase 
the municipal portion of 
property owners’ tax bill by 
2.4 %. 

“Hopefully next year, we’ll 
have a httle more money for 
infrastructure,” said Coun. 


Paolo Miele at Monday’s 
meeting. 

Councillor Betty Disero 
called the level of the tax 
increase “tolerable” for resi¬ 
dents. She noted that the 
budget for discretionary 
grants to various organiza¬ 
tions has remained at 
$243,000 for several years. 

“As the population grows, 
so do services and activi¬ 
ties,” she said, suggesting 
that the amount be increased 
slightly next year to match 
the consumer price index 

Disero also requested that 
council be apprised of the 
costs for maintaining the 
building that formerly 


housed Niagara District 
Secondary School. The 
Niagara Stone Rd. property 
was recently purchased by 
the town from the District 
School Board of Niagara for 
$1.67 million. 

Lord Mayor Pat Darte said 
he will be meeting with the 
Niagara Catholic District 
School Board and has had 
discussions with Brock 
University and business orga¬ 
nizations about potential 
partnerships for the future 
use of the site. 

The operating budget for 
2015 is $8.8 million and the 
capital budget, which includes 
about 100 projects, is $8.9 
million.

Council makes speed limit change 


Complaints about motorists rac¬ 
ing and passing aggressively on Line 
9 in Niagara-on-the-Lake have 
prompted town council to reduce 
the speed limit and prohibit passing 
on a stretch of the road. 

A motion by Coun. Jamie King 
was passed Monday that will change 
the speed limit from 60 km/h to 50 
km/h between Four Mile Creek Rd. 
and Concession 1 Rd. A solid yel¬ 
low line will also be painted on this 
section of roadway to eliminate 
passing in either direction. 

“The road experiences a high 
pedestrian and recreational use,” 
King’s motion stated. “Line 9 is a 
short, narrow road and it provides 
less room for maneuverability.” 

King added that with the new 


subdivision at Cannery Park being 
built, pedestrian traffic is expected 
to increase significantly. 

Councillors also made changes to 
rules for other roads regarding 
speed limits and parking. The speed 
limit for Four Mile Creek Rd., 
between Niagara Stone Rd. and 
East and West Line, will go down to 
50 km/h from 60 km/h. 

Motorists will no longer be 
allowed to park on some of the 
roads near the federally-owned land 
known as The Commons when they 
are attending events at the venue. 

“In recent years, there has been 
increasing use of Parks Canada land 
for special events such as concerts, 
fireworks and Polo Niagara,” staff 
reported. “To ensure public safety, 
many of these events require tem¬ 
porary public parking prohibitions 
on Queen’s Parade, John St. E. and 
King St.”

Legislator pay freezes 
rarely solve problems 

It’s become a knee-jerk response by governments facing unpopular 
belt-tightening: Freeze or even cut the pay of politicians, and hope that 
message travels down the line to make spending cuts and broad public- 
sector wage austerity more palatable. 

In theory, it’s not a bad idea. Since more than half of government 
spending goes to wages and benefits, sacrifice at government’s most vis¬ 
ible level — rank-and-file legislators — has the potential to make 
restraint easier to swallow for public employees and taxpayers alike. 

In practice, it seldom happens. That’s not a small point now, as the 
bottom falls out of oil prices and the bloom comes off the nation’s eco¬ 
nomic growth rates over the next two years, vaporizing billions in reve¬ 
nue that will be acutely felt in some capitals but ripple through all cof¬ 
fers nationwide. 

Alberta Premier Jim Prentice, whose province will take the biggest 
hit, has already served notice he and his cabinet will take a 5% pay cut 
this year. Bravo. More painful restraint will be needed. 

In Ottawa, a three-year wage freeze for MPs ended April 1,2013 — 
no fooling — after they gave themselves an inflationary 1.6% raise. At 
least then, the federal budget appeared safely headed toward a surplus. 

Ontario lawmakers, meanwhile, have laboured under a nearly seven- 
year wage freeze their finance minister wants kept until after the prov¬ 
ince’s books are balanced for the first time in nearly a decade, a goal 
not expected for another two years. 

You can see where this is headed. 

Will Alberta teachers, doctors and civil servants take a 5% pay cut? 
Unlikely. 

Should MPs hand back their raise now that Ottawa’s wiggle room for 
a surplus is gone? Some would say yes. 

And in Ontario, which pleads empty pockets but has refused to freeze 
wages across its more than one-million-strong public sector, why should 
lawmakers knuckle under when so many others have not? 

The problem with making an example of politicians’ pay — like busi¬ 
nesses that freeze pay at the top, but not below — is that it too often 
comes without any analysis of what it’s expected to accomplish or how. 

That’s the difference between effective symbolism and empty scape¬ 
goating.

Disconnect shows we probably just don’t get science after all 


titled, The Fust Men in the 
World. It was a gift from 
my cousin, and purported 
to tell the tale of our pre¬ 
historic ancestors’ struggle 
for survival. 

I loved that book. By 
today’s standards, it is 
hopelessly outdated. Yet 
the worn, battered paper¬ 
back still sits on my book 
shelf Other books played 
a much bigger role in 
lighting the fire of interest 
in science in my mind — 
Carl Sagan’s Cosmos, for 
example — but The First 
Men in the World was my 
introduction to a bigger 
universe. 

Science, of course, is 
what makes just about 
everything in our modem 
world work. 

As likely as not, you’re 
reading this column online 
using technology devel¬ 
oped by scientists. Your 



smartphone, your car, the 
food you bought today, 
the antibiotics that cured 
your pneumonia -- all the 
result of science. 

That’s the intense irony 
about our culture. We use 
the products of science 
nearly every minute of our 
lives without thinking, but 
we simultaneously har¬ 
bour a deep distrust of sci- 

Those feelings were on 
full display last week as 
we watched the re-emer- 
gence of measles in 


Canada, including one 
case right here in Niagara. 

A recent survey showed 
20% of residents in 
Ontario, Saskatchewan 
and Alberta believe the 
measles vaccine causes 
autism. It’s a staggering 
statistic, given that we 
know for a fact — thanks 
to science — that it 

This disconnect between 
science reality and com¬ 
mon knowledge is not lim¬ 
ited to vaccines. 

Science also shows us 
climate change is real, 
evolution is fact, genetical¬ 
ly modified foods aren’t 
killin g us, cellphone trans¬ 
missions haven’t resulted 
in a massive spike in brain 
cancers and human beings 
did, in fact, land on the 
surface of the moon. 

But if you dare to ven¬ 
ture into the nether realm 
of the Internet, you’ll find 
a kaleidoscope of para¬ 


noid conspiracy theories, 
junk science and fantasy 
that all says the same 
thing - science is a lie. 

(These messages are 
broadcast using a product 
of science, but the purvey¬ 
ors of this nonsense don’t 
trouble themselves with 
that.) 

It isn’t that scientists 
don’t make mistakes. They 
do. Humans are effectively 
mistake-generating 
machines. 

We’re also unabashedly 
greedy, and there are 
always those who try pass 
off frauds as science, from 
the doctor who faked the 
study claiming autism is 
caused by vaccines, to the 
clown who made the 
Piltdown Man “fossil.” 

These sorts of incidents 
are often taken as evi¬ 
dence the process cannot 
be trusted. Yet, frauds in 
science are uncovered by 
more science. The process 


itself is ruthlessly self-cor¬ 
recting, forever trying to 
disprove its own conclu¬ 
sions. That’s its power. 

I suspect a big part of 
the problem is culturally, 
we don’t understand what 
science does. There is sim¬ 
ply too much data for one 
person to get a grip on, 
and that mountain of 
information grows expo¬ 
nentially every year. 

For instance, if your cell¬ 
phone died, could you fix 
it on your own? Including 
manufacturing the parts 
you’d need? 

Do you even know how 
those parts are made? 
Probably not, and we’re 
talking about a device you 
use every day. 

It doesn’t help that most 
science journalism often 
does little to improve our 
general scientific literacy. 
After all, the journalists 
writing about science are 
often no more expert than 



their readers. 

Maybe that’s the point. 
We’re divorced from the 
basic bits of science. 

A cellphone works 
because, well, it works. 
Vaccines protect us from 
illness because they do. 
Many of us view it as a 
kind of magic, I think. 

And that is a very real 
problem. 

But getting at the facts 
behind say, vaccines, takes 
work. It means reading 
not some conspiracy blog, 
but the primary sources of 
scientific journals. That is 
time-consuming and, hon¬ 
estly, more than a little 

Unfortunately, there 
really is no way around 
that -- unless you choose 
blind acceptance in some¬ 
thing that might be wildly 
inaccurate. 

Knowledge might be 
power, but you have to 
work for it.

The Shaw Festival's 
comeback is complete. 

The Niagara-on-the- 
Lake theatre company's 
2014 season posted a sur¬ 
plus of $815,000, erasing 
a huge deficit and bring¬ 
ing the company back 
into the black. 

"This is the first time in 
a decade we have an 
accumulated surplus 
rather than an accumu¬ 
lated deficit," said trea¬ 
surer Kristian Knibutat 
during the Shaw's Annual 
General Meeting Friday 
afternoon. 

It was just three years 
ago the company's finan¬ 
cial picture was bleak. 
The back-to-back seasons 
of 2010 and 2011 posted a 
loss of $2.7 million, forc¬ 
ing painful cuts and 
restructuring. Executive 
director Elaine Calder 
was brought aboard in 
June, 2012, to lead the 
turnaround. 

Following a modest 
surplus of $19,000 in 2012, 
the Shaw posted a stun¬ 
ning surplus of $1.2 mil¬ 
lion in 2013. 

While last year's num¬ 
bers weren't as impres¬ 
sive, they're still the sign 
of a company back on 
stable ground, said 
Knibutat. 

"Overall, you can be 
assured Shaw is well man¬ 
aged, " he said. 

That was echoed by 
Shaw board chairman 
Andrew Pringle, who said 
the company is at an 
"important juncture” as 
it prepares for upheaval 
the next two seasons. 

Calder has announced 
this year will be her final 
season. Artistic director 
Jackie Maxwell is leaving 
after the 2016 season. 
Search committees have 
been formed for both

Total attendance for 
the 2014 season was 
249,049, down from just 
over 270,000 the year 
before. Cabaret helped 
the 856-seat Festival 
Theatre reach 67% capac¬ 
ity for the season, while 
the surprise hit When We 
Are Married carried 235- 
seat the Royal George 
Theatre to 81% capacity.

“I'm very humbled to 
represent the people of 
Niagara Falls and to rep¬ 
resent Canada on the 
world stage - it's a tre¬ 
mendous honour,” said 
Nicholson. 

“I am grateful to the 
prime minister for asking 
me to take on this new 
responsibility.” 

Nicholson said he's also 
grateful to the staff at 
National Defence, as well 
as everyone involved in 
Canada's Armed Forces, 


who have “treated me so 
well for the last year and 
a half. 

“It was a very moving 
experience.” 

While defence minister, 
Canada joined the fight 
against ISIS. He travelled 
around the world to speak 
with global dignitaries 
and was also involved in 
the effort to provide more 
funding and support to 
respond to the Ebola out¬ 
break in Africa.

To some people, $228 
million looks like a stag¬ 
gering amount of debt. 

But when you have $7 
billion in assets, it's no big 
deal, municipal leaders 
say. 

Credit rating agency 
Standard and Poor's 
recently gave Niagara 
Region a AA rating for its 
level of debt, which at the 
end of 2013 stood at $228 
million. 

It's not a huge amount, 
said corporate services 
commissioner Mo Lewis. 

"We have $7 billion 
worth of assets," he said. 


"So that $228 million "I in 
relation to a value in 
assets of $7 billion, is 
showing we are pretty 
responsible with our 
debt." 

Lewis said the rating 
was based on 2013 finan¬ 
cials provided to Standard 
and Poor's, because those 
from 2014 are still being 
worked on. 

Lewis said the "solid" 
rating allows the Region 
to borrow money at a 
lower interest rate. 

During recent budget 
presentations, it was noted 
Niagara's debt at the end 
of 2014 stood at $263 mil¬ 
lion, with unissued debt 
totalling another $152 


million. 

Unissued debt is that 
which is approved by 
regional council but has 
not yet been borrowed to 
pay for infrastructure 
projects, such as new 
Niagara Regional Police 
headquarters in Niagara 
Falls and construction of a 
Burgoyne Bridge replace¬ 
ment in St. Catharines. 

Lewis said he doubts 
the addition of that debt 
to the outstanding debt 
would affect the Region's 
credit rating, since the 
spending of that money 
would mean the value of 
the Region's assets has 
increased too.

A judicial review hearing 
onParliament Oak School's 
closure has been tentative¬ 
ly set for March 27. 

A representative for a 
group dedicated to saving 
the Niagara-on-the-Lake 
facility says it's "very 
pleased" the hearing date 
is sooner, rather than 

"I think this shows the 
court recognizes that this 
is an important matter," 
said CARE president 
Robin Ridesic. "And that 
it needs to be heard as 
soon as possible. "We're 
very happy with where 
the court landed in the 
hearing date scheduled." 

District School Board 
of Niagara spokeswoman 
Kim Yielding said the 
board is also content with 
the date and wants the 
court matter resolved. 

Citizens for Accountable 


and Responsible 

Education, known as 
CARE Niagara, is trying 
to save the school from 
closing at the end of the 
2015 school year. In 
August, the DSBN 
received notice that 
CARE filed a court appli¬ 
cation for a judicial review 
of the board's decision to 
shut Parliament Oak due 
to declining enrolment. 

After carrying out a 
study, last April school 
board trustees voted 8-2 
to close the King St. school 
and merge its student 
population with 

Crossroads in Virgil. 

Ridesic said the board 
had requested postpone¬ 
ment of an original late 
February Divisional Court 
hearing date to June, to 
allow it more time for 
preparation. 

However, she said, the 
DSBN has had virtually 
all its primary materials 
from CARE since 


October. 

Ridesic said construc¬ 
tion of the addition at 
Crossroads — to take in 
the students from 
Parliament Oak — should 
start this spring. 

She said her group is 
concerned about school 
transition activities sched¬ 
uled for Parliament Oak 
children through the spring, 
given that a court decision 
could, temporarily at least, 
quash the closure. 

However, DSBN 
spokesman Brett Sweeney 
said the board is waiting 
on a decision from the 
Ministry of Education 
about funding for the 
Crossroads addition 
before a firm school build¬ 
ing date is set. 

The DSBN has pointed 
to falling enrolment, 
major cost savings and 
factors like multiple-grade 
classes as reasons for clos¬ 
ing Parliament Oak.

A public accommoda¬ 
tion review committee 
report disagreed, and said 
the school should stay 

Last year, trustees heard 
numerous delegations 
supporting preservation 
of the elementary school, 
located in the old town. 

Some supporters sug¬ 
gested pulling out a 
French immersion pro¬ 
gram they say created the 
split-grade classrooms. 

They also suggested 
adjusting catchment areas 
in the town's remaining 
elementary schools to 
keep the school viable. 

Last year, school board 
staff said for 2014-15, the 
facility would have an 
enrolment of 112 students, 
with a decline to 95 by 
2018. 


Parliament Oak sup¬ 
porters strongly dispute 
the DSBN numbers and 
say the school number 
should increase with a 
projected population 

Yielding said the board's 
request to have the case 
go to trial in June was 
based on the Hamilton 
court system, with that 
month being the next 
available date. Now the 
case is transferred to 
Toronto, "and it means it 
can be held sooner, and 
we're very comfortable 
and happy with the March 
date."

Cherney said the model has 
aspects taken from various coun¬ 
tries around the world and will also 
ramp up Canada’s competitiveness 
at the international level. 

He described the model to be 
similar to grade system when going 
to school. Each season, the players, 
depending on their age group, learn 
additional new skills and work then- 
way up from playing with a smaller 
group (for example four players per 
side), reduced playing field and no 
goalkeeper to a full-fledged soccer 
match. 

Jennifer Olsen, president of the 
Niagara-on-the-Lake Soccer 
Association, says this eliminates the 
stress of the competition factor for 
the younger age groups and allows 
for a more enjoyable playing expe- 

“Competition is one of the main 
factors that takes the fun out of the 
game and why some players don’t 
return next season. Having fun is 
the more important aspect,” she 

Implementing the new model 
experienced some “growing pains”, 
especially with the concept of com¬ 
petitiveness absent amongst the 
younger age groups and in the 
coaching practice, which Cherney 
as a coach found a bit challenging at 
first. Cherney has many years of 
coaching experience, not only with 
soccer but also with minor hockey. 
He also noted the players in the 
younger group were a bit confused 
on “what team they were on.” 

However, overall, the parents 
completely understood that the 
“growing pains” were part of the 
process. Olsen added that when 
they did a survey at the end of the 


season, a high percentage of them 
cited positive comments and assess- 

“Moving forward, this model will 
benefit the kids more,” Cherney 
said. “Instead of having one player 
who’s an avid runner and can run 
through the field with the ball and 
score the goal, everyone will have 
ball time as much as possible and 
enjoy the game in its simplicity.” 

Olsen agreed. She is also a coach 
and observed that the kids were 
quick to notice the skills-focusing 
concept, “pushing them to work 
together, which in turn builds more 
teamwork and sportsmanship 
amongst the players.” 

With the skill development focus, 
Olsen says this will properly pre¬ 
pare the players who want to play 
on a more competitive level when 
they are older, while creating a 
more fun playing field. 

Cherney states the new approach 
will help the association deliver a 
quality program, retain current 
players for future seasons. 

The Association looks forward to 
seeing the players return for the 
2015 season. Olsen and Cherney 
extend thanks to area businesses, 
volunteers and supporters as it con¬ 
tributes to the Association’s contin¬ 
ued success each year.

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Officials working to solve measles mystery 


Niagara's public health office 
is working with its counterparts 
in Toronto and at Queen's Park 
to determine where a local 
woman might have contracted 
the measles. 

The unvaccinated woman in 
her 20s, recovering at the 
Greater Niagara General 
Hospital in Niagara Falls, is one 
of six cases in Ontario. The 
other five are in Toronto. 

It's known that the woman 
had been to Toronto in late 
January, around the time the 
Toronto cases were emerging, 
said Niagara public health 
spokeswoman Carrie Beattie. 

But so far, there is no evi¬ 


dence to link the Niagara case 
to the Toronto patients. 

"We don't know," Beattie 
said. "We are working with 
Toronto public health and 
Ontario public health to do an 
epidemiological study. But 
Toronto is a big place, and right 
now there isn't any information 
to connect these cases." 

The health department has 
asked anyone who might have 
been in the Niagara Falls hospi¬ 
tal unit the infected woman was 
in on Feb. 1 to call them. 

Beattie said public health 
nurses have been so over¬ 
whelmed with phone calls, the 
department is going to set up 
private clinics for people who 
may have been exposed. 

"Our nurses have been pro¬ 


viding general counselling on 
the measles and what people 
should do," Beattie said. "Our 
phones are really ringing off the 

The measles case is the first in 
Niagara since 1996. It troubles 
health officials, because the vac¬ 
cination rate in local elementary 
schools has fallen to 85%. 

The department says a vacci¬ 
nation rate of at least 95% is 
needed to create "herd immu¬ 
nity" ~ the state when so many 
people in a community are vac¬ 
cinated, they protect those who 
for medical reasons cannot take 
a vaccine. 

The threshold is so high 
because the measles is one of 
the most contagious diseases 
known and is easily spread. 


The health department says 
anyone who was in the hospital 
from 3 p.m. on Feb. 1 to noon on 
Fed. 2 in Unit C, might have 
been exposed to the virus. 
Anyone at the hospital at those 
times in that unit is asked to 
contact the public health depart¬ 
ment at 905-688-8248, ext 7330 
or after hours at 905-984-3690. 

Part of the public health 
response to a case of the mea¬ 
sles is to track where the person 
carrying it has been.

The health department is also 
urging all Niagara residents to 
ensure their vaccinations are up 
to date. If you were born before 
1970 and can confirm you had a 
dose of the MMR vaccine, you 
don’t need any further vaccina¬ 
tion. Health officials say that’s 
because before 1970, measles 
was more prevalent and people 
were most likely exposed to the 
virus. If you were born after 
1970, you need two doses of the 
vaccine.
